Washington, March 15 — (fP) — A 


tar-reaching give-away 
program, 


intended to lift the surplus potato 
burden from the farm price sup- 
port plan ,may be on 
President 


Truman's desk by the week end. 


The program is included in com- 


promise legislation, that also seeks 
to remove inequities in cotton and 
peanut acreate allotments for the 
1950 crop. The measure, approved 
yesterday by a senate-house con- 
ference committee, is expected to 
get prompt approval by the two 
houses. 


It would authorize about 
1.250,- 


000 additional acres for the 1950 
cotton plantings, and boost peanut 
acreage by about 100,000, princip- 
ally in Alabama and Texas. 


Provisions for wheat acreage ad- 


justments were dropped from the 
bill with the 
understanding 
that 


they will be handled later in sep- 
arate legislation.

today with an angry charge that 
the 48-nation Institution is

Washington, March 15 — (fP) — 


Russian-dominated P o l a n d has 
withdrawn"from the world bank. 


The 48-nation financial institution 


announced the withdrawl today. It 
was the first resignation from the 
bank since it was 
organized 
in 


1945. ' 


It was understood Poland 
also 


had quit the,world monetary fund, 
sister institution to the bank, but' 
there was no immediate statement 
from the fund. 


The bank was set up after the 


war to finance reconstruction of 
war-damaged countries and to aid. 
in development of backward areas. 


Czechoslovakia is the only other 


member of the bank and fund from 
the Russian bloc. There was no 
word as to whether 
the Czechs 
;would follow the lead of the Poles. 
. The bank made public a letter 
from Polan'ds mbassador 
here, 


Jozef Winiewi.cz, stating that Po- 
land had qultth c bank and citing 
•failure of the bank to grant Po- 
land's request for a 
$200,000,000 


loan. 


The Polish ambassador said: 
"The bank refused to grant Po- 


land a loan, because Poland re- 
jected the proposition of acceding 
to the so-called Marshall plan, 
which had as its aim the subordi- 
nation j?f Europe to th&3'',,irnited 
States -and the rebuilding' of 
the

"The bank clearly confirms in its
